COUP 

During  the  Eighties,  Mikhail 
Gorbachev  worked  unceasingly 
for  the  democratization  of  the 
Soviet  Union.  In  mid-August, 
Soviet  hard  liners  executed  an 
illegal  coup  in  an  attempt  to  re- 
solve the  emergencies  facing  the 
USSR. 

America's  first  news  of  the 
coup  came  on  August  19,  when 
Gernardi  Yanayev  announced  a 
state  of  emergency.  He  claimed 
that  the  state  committee  had  le- 
gally assumed  control  of  the  gov- 
ernment. He  made  an  appeal  to 
the  Soviet  people  for  support  as 
the  provisional  government  at- 
tempted to  reorder  the  disar- 
ranged economy. 

Later  that  day,  Yanayev  an- 
nounced that  Gorbachev  was  ill 
and  would  be  remaining  in  his 
vacation  home  in  the  Crimea.  He 
also  listed  the  officials  compris- 
ing the  provisional  government, 
which  included  the  head  of  the 
K.G.B.  and  the  Soviet  Defense 
Minister. 

On  August  20,  the  coup  began 
to  fall  apart.  The  Soviet  military 
had  been  dispatched  to  arrest 
Boris  Yeltsin,  but  the  army  tanks 
failed  to  make  it  past  a  blockade 
constructed  by  the  Russian 
people.  While  under  siege  in  the 
Soviet  White  House,  Yeltsin 
reached  the  British  Prime  Minis-

ter  John  Major  and  GeorgeBush 
on  the  telephone.  Both  Bush  and 
Major  announced  their  support 
for  Yeltsin. 

The  coup  continued  to  unravel 
on  August  2L  Soviets  and  Ameri- 
cans alike  watched  as  soldiers 
stopped  the  attack  and  announced 
their  support  for  Yeltsin.  The  lead- 
ers of  the  coup  began  to  distance 
themselves  from  the  effort  by 
claiming  illness  or  lack  of  knowl- 
edge. 

On  August  22,  Gorbachev  re- 
turned to  Moscow  and  reassumed 
the  reigns  of  authority.

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"WHAT  CEASE 
FIRE?" 

The  war  in  Yugoslavia  raged  on 
this  month  despite  peace  efforts, 
including  a  series  of  shaky  cease- 
fires. "Cease  fire?  What  cease 
fire?"  asked  one  Croatian  resident. 

Hundreds  have  been  killed 
since  Croatia  declared  indepen- 
dence on  June  25.  Many  of 
Croatia's  600,000  resident  Serbs 
refused  to  live  in  an  independent 
Croatia,  and  were  also  unwilling 
to  leave  their  homes.

THE  NEW 
UNION 

The  Congress  of  People's  Depu- 
ties met  for  the  last  time  Septem- 
ber 6  to  approve  the  most  radical 
changes  in  the  Soviet  government 
since  1917.  They  established  an 
interim  government,  called  the 
Supreme  Soviet,  which  would 
consist  of  two  chambers:  The 
Council  of  Republics  and  the 
Council  of  Union.  The  Council  of 
Republics  would  have  20  depu- 
ties from  each  republic,  plus  ad- 
ditional representatives  from  au- 
tonomous ethnic  regions  inside 
the  republics.  The  Council  of 
Union  would  have  a  chosen  re- 
publican legislature;  the  size 
would  depend  on  the  number  of 
deputies  each  republic  now  sends. 
Control  of  domestic  and  foreign 
policy,  defence,  collective  secu- 
rity, and  law  enforcement  would 
be  handled  by  the  State  Council, 
consisting  of  the  Soviet  president 
and  the  presidents  of  member  re- 
publics. The  economy  would  be 
handled  by  an  International  Re- 
publican Economic  Committee.

Hikers  in  theTyrolean  Mountains 
in  Western  Austria  stumbled 
across  an  incredible  archeologi- 
cal  discovery—a  4,000-year-old 
mummified  body.

United  Na- 
tions inspectors  had  been  as- 
signed to  take  inventory  of  Iraqi 
nuclear  documents  to  establish 
Iraq's  nuclear  capacity,  but  were 
detained  before  they  could  com- 
plete the  assignment.

President  Bush 
issued  a  strong  warning  to 
Saddam  Hussein  about  the  con- 
sequences should  Hussein  choose 
not  to  cooperate  with  the  U.N. 
Before  any  of  these  consequences 
could  be  brought  into  play,  the 
conflict  was  resolved  and  the  U.N. 
inspection  team  continued 
unimpeded.

Federal  judge  Gerhard  Gesell 
cleared  Oliver  North  of  all  crimi- 
nal charges  connected  to  the  Iran- 
Contra  Scandal  on  September  16.

HAPPY  BIRTH- 
DAY, PEORIA 

A  troupe  of  Frenchman  set  out 
from  Starved  Rock  in  1691.  After 
a  difficult  journey,  they  set  up 
camp  on  the  banks  of  Peoria  Lake.

WAR  IN 
CROATIA 

The  war  in  Yugoslavia  continued . 
On  September  30,  a  huge  Yugo- 
slavian army  convoy  including  at 
least  450  vehicles  and  thousands 
of  troops  moved  into  Croatia.  The 
government  in  Sarajevo  said  the 
mobilization  order  was  illegal. 

Croatia,  which  had  declared 
independence  in  June  1990,  had 
accepted  a  plan  of  steps  toward 
independence,  but  refused  to  ex- 
tend the  process  past  October  7. 
Meanwhile,  the  fighting  contin- 
ued. 

The  conflict  was  not  limited 
strictly  to  the  regions  of  Serbia 
and  Croatia.  The  army  shot  at 
civilian  homes  in  Bosnia- 
Herzogovena,  the  state  between 
Serbia  and  Croatia.  The  citizens 
believed  the  army  tried  to  force 
them  from  their  homes  to  replace 
them  with  Serbs  as  part  of  the 
Belgrade  plan  for  a  Greater  Serbia. 
The  Greater  Serbia  plan  was  to 
drive  all  the  Muslims  and 
Croatians  out  of  Yugoslavia  to 
create  one  large  state  of  Serbia. 

Croatia  and  Serbia  agreed  to  a 
cease  fire  on  October  5,  but  two 
hours  later  Serbia  launched  an  air 
raid  on  Croatia  and  Bosnia- 
Herzogovina.  Citizens  poured 
into  hotels  in  Dubrovnik,  a  his- 
toric town.  The  attacks  took  place 
only  yards  from  the  city. 


GLOBAL 


Three  days  later  the  Serbians 
launched  an  attack  on  the  Croatian 
capitol  of  Zagreb.  At  least  four 
missiles  were  fired  and  12  people 
were  hurt.  The  attack  was  di- 
rected at  the  office  of  Croatian 
President  Franjo  Tudjman,  who 
was  meeting  with  the  president 
and  prime  minister  of  Yugosla- 
via. All  three  barely  avoided 
death.  News  of  the  attack  was 
heard  by  Mikhail  Gorbachev,  who 
called  for  an  unconditional  cease- 
fire. He  insisted  that  Yugoslavian 
armies  observe  the  cease-fire,  be- 
cause they  had  received  many  of 
their  weapons  from  Moscow. 

The  Serbian  president  offered 
to  stop  fighting  on  midnight  of 
October  7  if  the  Europeans  would 
lift  their  blockades.  The  Croatians 
did  not  immediately  respond. 

Croatian  President  Tudjman 
asked  for  international  recogni- 
tion of  Croatia's  independence 
and  suggested  an  international 
conference  to  establish  peace  in 
Yugoslavia  and  oversee  dismem- 
berment of  the  country.  He  also 
wanted  the  European  Commu- 
nity and  the  United  States  to  make 
economic  sanctions  against  Yu- 
goslavia, and  asked  Europe  to 
send  peace-keeping  troops  to 
watch  over  the  country.

After  a  generation  of  constant 
fighting,  peace  talks  between  the 
Israelis  and  the  Arabs  began  in 
late  October.  Representatives 
from  Israel,  Palestine,  and  the 
Arab  states  met  for  their  first  ever 
face-to-face  negotiations,  orga- 
nized by  US  Secretary  of  State 
James  Baker.

HE  SAID, 
SHE  SAID 

"To  be,  or  not  to  be:  that  is  the 
question:  whether  it  is  nobler  to 
suffer  the  slings  and  arrows  of 
outrageous  fortune,  or  to  take 
times  against  a  sea  of  troubles..." 

Though  Shakespeare  penned 
these  lines  for  Hamlet,  they  could 
have  been  meant  for  Supreme 
Court  nominee  Clarence  Thomas. 
To  be  a  Justice,  or  not  to  be. 
Whether  it  is  better  to  ignore  ac- 
cusations, or  to  deny  them. 

Then  there  is  the  opposing 
view.  The  lines  hold  equally  well 
for  University  of  Oklahoma  pro- 
fessor Anita  Hill:  to  tell,  or  not  to 
tell.  Whether  it  is  better  to  silently 
remember  the  "slings  and  arrows," 
or  to  face  the  controversy  and  tell 
the  public  what  she  remembered 
of  Clarence  Thomas,  her  former 
boss. 

The  issue  began  in  early  Sep- 
tember, when  Hill  was  asked 
about  rumors  that  she  had  com- 
plained of  sexual  harassment  by 
Thomas  while  working  for  him  at 
the  Equal  Employment  Opportu- 
nity Commission.  On  September 
9,  after  being  approached  three 
times  by  Democratic  Thomas  op- 
ponents. Hill  agreed  to  share  her 
story.  On  September  11,  the 
charges  were  passed  to  the  Judi- 
ciary Committee.  She  insisted, 
however,  that  everything  be  kept 
confidential;  that  is,  the  charges 
should  be  made  known  to  the 
committee,  but  kept  secret  from 
Judge  Thomas.  On  September  22, 
Hill  agreed  to  inform  Thomas, 
and  consented  to  speak  with  the 
FBI  (an  idea  she  had  objected  to 
the  previous  day.)  Thomas  im- 
mediately denied  the  charges.  The 
FBI  issued  their  report  in  just  two 
days— and  did  not  suggest  who 
was  telling  the  truth.  The  report 
was  issued  only  two  days  prior 
top  the  committee's  final  vote  on 
Judge  Thomas.  The  September  27 
vote  proved  inconclusive— 7  to  7. 
Meanwhile,  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee came  under  fire  for  their 
silence  on  the  matter,  and  for  the 
delay  in  investigation. 
Information  regarding  the  case 


continued  to  spread  to  the  Sena- 
tors; amazingly,  many  of  the  Sena- 
tors (especially  Republicans)  re- 
mained ignorant  of  the  facts.  Yet 
there  was  no  move  to  delay  the 
vote  until  only  hours  remained 
before  the  full  Senate  decision. 
Women  from  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives demanded  that  the  Sen- 
ate (which  is  98%  male)  delay  the 
vote  until  more  information  was 
found.  Women  across  the  coun- 
try called  Washington,  outraged. 
The  decision  was  put  off  until  a 
full  investigation  could  be  heard. 

It  was  not  a  perfect  argument 
from  either  side.  Hill's  case  arose 
from  allegations  made  ten  years 
in  the  past.  She  was  a  lawyer 
dedicated  to  finding  harassment 
problems;  she  worked  for  the 
agency  which  championed 
women's  rights,  yet  she  had  never 
filed  a  complaint  against  Thomas; 
in  fact,  she  switched  jobs  to  work 
with  him.  She  explained  that  as  a 
young  female  she  was  worried 
about  making  a  complaint  which 
could  cost  her  her  job.  She  also 
said  that  the  harassment  stopped 
for  a  while,  causing  her  to  believe 
the  situation  was  resolved.  She 
also  maintained  that  she  would 
not  have  gone  public  with  the 
allegations  if  she  had  not  been 
approached  by  committee  staff- 
ers. 

Thomas,  on  the  other  hand, 
did  not  try  to  "clear  his  name" 
until  after  the  committee  vote; 
even  then,  it  was  largely  due  to 
the  massive  protest  from  women. 
He  did  not  even  watch  Hill's  tes- 
timony. 

The  battle  raged  on.  Hill 
seemed  to  represent  every  woman 
who  had  ever  put  up  with  innu- 
endos  and  propositions  to  keep 
her  job;  Thomas  represented  ev- 
ery man  who  had  ever  fallen  to 
the  investigative  steamroller. 
Maybe  he  lied;  maybe  she  did. 

In  the  end,  Thomas  was  ac- 
cepted by  the  full  Senate  on  Octo- 
ber 15;  52  Senators  voted  yes,  48 
voted  no.  Though  victorious, 
Thomas  told  the  judges,  "No  job 
is  worth  what  I've  been  through." 
Anita  Hill  would  probably  agree.

The  Senate  announced  after  the 
Hill-Thomas  debate  in  October 
that  it  would  launch  an  investiga- 
tion to  find  the  leak  which  had 
exposed  Anita  Hill's  allegations 
that  Thomas  sexually  harassed 
her.  The  Senate  formally  ap- 
proached more  than  a  dozen 
prominent  lawyers  to  lead  the 
investigation— but  every  one  de- 
clined. Some  offered  other  com- 
mitments or  conflicts  of  interest 
as  an  excuse,  but  many  of  the 
lawyers  declined  simply  because 
leak  probes  are  usually  impos- 
sible to  win.  Senate  aides  said 
that  although  it  would  be  delayed, 
the  inquiry  would  still  take  place.

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SUBBIAH  TELLS 
TALES  OF  TRIP 

Nandhini  "Nan"  Subbiah,  an  Illi- 
nois college  student  who  was  al- 
legedly abducted  in  August, 
turned  up  in  November,  un- 
harmed, after  driving  over  12,000 
miles  across  country. 

Subbiah  lied  to  authorities 
about  her  hundred  day  kidnap- 
ping ordeal  to  hide  the  fact  that 
she  disappeared  on  her  own  ac- 
cord. 

She  told  police  she  was  ab- 
ducted at  knifepoint  when,  while 
driving  from  her  Belvidere  home 
to  the  University  of  Illinois  cam- 
pus in  Champaign-Urbana,  she 
had  car  trouble  on  Interstate  74 
near  Champaign. 

Subbiah  visited  Florida,  Las 
Vegas,  and  Washington  during 
her  journey.  At  one  point  on  her 
trip,  Subbiah  was  accompanied 
by  two  unidentified  men.  Au- 
thorities made  no  attempt  to  lo- 
cate the  men  because  no  crime 
was  committed. 

She  turned  up  in  Lakeland, 
Florida,  on  November  16.  She 
allegedly  escaped  from  her  kid- 
nappers when  they  tied  her  to  a 
tree  in  a  remote  marsh. 

Her  family  began  a  search  af- 
ter her  disappearance,  including 
aerial  and  ground  searches  along 
Interstate  74. 

"She  has  stated  she  was  not 
abducted  and  moved  from  state 
to  state,"  said  Special  Agent  Rob- 
ert Wright,  FBI  chief  for  Central 
and  Southern  Illinois.  Law  offi- 
cials announced  they  would  not 
file  charges  against  Subbiah,  or 
attempt  to  recover  the  $250,000 
cost  of  the  investigation.

Bradley's  search  for  a  replacement 
for  President  Martin  G.  Abegg 
ended  in  November.  At  a  press 
conference  November  12,  school 
officials  announced  that  Dr.  John

Brazil  came  to  Bradley  from 
the  University  of  Massachusetts 
Dartmouth  (known  as  Southeast- 
ern Massachussetts  University 
before  this  year).  He  held  the 
positions  of  chancellor  and  pro- 
fessor of  English.  Though  he  held 
the  highest  post  at  the  school,  Bra- 
zil still  taught  American  litera- 
ture regularly,  partly  to  keep  in 
touch  with  the  student  body.

CATERPILLAR 
STRIKES 

Central  Illinois  felt  an  economic 
crunch  when  union  members  at 
Caterpillar  Tractor  Company 
went  on  strike  November  4.  Mem- 
bers of  the  United  Auto  Workers 
walked  out  of  plants  in  East  Peo- 
ria and  Decatur,  Illinois.  These 
two  facilities  were  closed  because 
they  had  the  biggest  export  de- 
mand. Three  days  later,  more 
East  Peoria  workers  and  union 
members  at  the  Aurora  plant 
joined  the  strike,  taking  a  total  of 
8500  workers  off  the  job. 

Union  officials  disagreed  with 
Caterpillar  about  issues  such  as 
security  job  security  and 
outsourcing,  or  what  the  union 
says  is  Caterpillar  Chairman 
Donald  Fites'  desire  to  move  jobs 
to  Mexican  or  other  low-cost  la- 
bor markets. 

By  November  13,  negotiation 
still  had  not  begun  and  Caterpil- 
lar laid  off  320  workers  in  Peoria.

Publicity  mounted  when  Jack- 
son released  his  first  album  in 
four  years,  "Dangerous,"  on  No- 
vember 26.  But  the  hype  for  the 
album  was  nothing  compared  to 
the  furor  caused  by  a  sexual  and 
violent  segment  in  the  first  video 
released  from  the  album. 

The  video  for  "Black  or  White" 
included  a  piece  in  which  Jackson 
smashes  windows  and  repeatedly 
grabs  his  crotch.  After  the  video 
premiered  on  November  14,  out- 
raged parents  generated  so  much 
ill  will  that  Jackson  issued  an  apol- 
ogy the  following  day.  He  an- 
nounced that  the  four  minute  long 
segment  would  be  removed  from 
the  eleven  minute  video.  "I've 
always  tried  to  be  a  good  role 
model,"  Jackson  said.

MAGIC  FACES 
TOUGHEST  FOE 

On  November  7,  Earvine  "Magic" 
Johnson  officially  announced  his 
early  retirement  due  to  the  pres- 
ence of  the  HIV  virus  in  his  sys- 
tem, which  he  learned  of  during  a 
routine  insurance  physical.  This 
shocking  news  evoked  a  wave  of 
alarm  and  sympathy  as  the 
American  public  tried  to  cope 
with  the  fact  that  a  great  athlete 
had  fallen  prey  to  the  dreaded 
killer.  As  the  first  star  athlete  to 
be  sidelined  by  the  AIDS  virus, 
Johnson  attracted  a  flood  of  new 
attention  to  the  disease. 

Johnson  announced  that  he 
had  contracted  the  virus,  but  did 
not  show  any  symptoms  of  AIDS. 
He  also  announced  that  he  ac- 
quired the  virus  through  hetero- 
sexual contact. 

Fans  from  Magic's  college 
coach  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  responded  to  the 
announcement,  and  all  expressed 
sympathy  for  Johnson's  plight. 
Support  abounded  for  Johnson, 
and  the  night  after  his  announce- 
ment he  appeared  on  the  Arsenio 
Hall  Show  to  begin  his  AIDS 
awareness  campaign.  Johnson 
announced  plans  to  devote  him- 
self to  AIDS  activism. 

Though  the  public  supported 
Magic,  advertisers  worried  that 
AIDS  would  not  sell  ads.  John- 
son, spokesman  for  Pepsi,  Nestles, 
Converse,  Kentucky  Fried 
Chicken  and  others,  lost  much  of 
his  advertising  business  after  his 
announcement. 

Many  in  the  AIDS  field  saw 
Johnson's  announcement  as  a 
milestone  in  the  struggle  against 
the  AIDS  epidemic.  Most  agreed 
that  Johnson's  incredible  fame 
and  popularity  made  him  one  of 
the  best  possible  spokesmen  for 
AIDS  education  and  research. 
Even  as  we  mourned  the  terrible 
tragedy  that  befell  Magic  John- 
son, we  were  still  inspired  by  his 
courage.

Soviet  Union 
1917-1991 

Dearly  beloved,  we  gather  today 
to  cheer  the  death  of  the  Soviet 
Union,  born  July  10,  1918,  and 
deceased  December  8,  1991.  We 
pause  here  for  a  moment  of  reflec- 
tion on  the  last  month  of  its  exist- 
ence. 

The  demise  of  the  Union  of 
Soviet  Socialist  Republics  began 
on  December  8.  Three  of  the  re- 
publics, Russia,  Byelorussia,  and 
the  Ukraine,  forged  an  alliance, 
agreeing  to  create  a  "common- 
wealth of  independent  states," 
with  its  capital  in  Minsk. 

Then,  on  December  15,  Mos- 
cow Mayor  Gavriil  Popov  de- 
clared he  would  resign  because  of 
differences  with  Russian  Presi- 
dent Boris  Yeltsin  over  how  the 
capital  city  should  be  run. 

The  country's  condition  dete- 
riorated rapidly  around  Christ- 
mas. On  December  21,  11  of  the 
12  former  republics  agreed  to  be- 
come a  commonwealth  of  repub- 
lics. Then  on  Christmas  Day, 
December  25,  Soviet  President 
Mikhail  Gorbachev  resigned,  end- 
ing an  era  of  Soviet  Communism. 
He  was  the  first  and  only  Soviet 
president  to  voluntarily  resign 
rather  than  being  forced  out  or 
dying  in  office. 

Boris  Yeltsin  then  began  set- 
ting up  housekeeping  in 
Gorbachev's  former  Kremlin  of- 
fice, beginning  his  plans  for  re- 
form. 

The  country  is  survived  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Independent 
Republics.  The  nation  was  73  at 
the  time  of  death.  May  it  rest  in 
peace.

Home  for  the 
Holidays 

The  saga  of  American  hostages  in 
Lebanon  ended  in  December  with 
the  release  of  three  live  captives 
and  the  remains  of  two  others. 
The  month  began  with  the  release 
of  Joseph  Cicippio  on  December  2 
after  more  than  five  years  of  cap- 
tivity. Cicippio  said  that  he  had 
been  moved  20  times  during  his 
captivity,  had  needed  emergency 
surgery,  and  had  been  denied  ac- 
cess to  radio,  TV,  and  newspa- 
pers. He  was  knocked  uncon- 
scious when  abducted  and  had 
suffered  frostbite  while  being  held 
hostage. 

The  following  day,  American 
Alann  Steen  was  released  by  his 
Shiite  Muslim  captors.  Steen  wept 
as  he  was  released  to  the  US  am- 
bassador after  nearly  five  years  of 
captivity. 

Then,  finally,  Terry  Anderson, 
the  longest-held  western  hostage, 
was  released  on  December  4. 
Anderson,  the  chief  of  the  Associ- 
ated Press  in  the  Middle  East,  was 
ambushed  on  his  way  home  from 
a  tennis  game  in  1985.  Anderson 
spent  the  next  2,455  days  -six 
years,  nine  months-  sitting  in  the 
dark  in  cell  after  cell.  He  fash- 
ioned a  deck  of  cards  from  scraps 
of  paper,  then  a  chess  set  from  bits 
of  aluminum  foil.  He  rediscov- 
ered his  Catholic  faith,  and 
learned  French  from  fellow  hos- 
tage Thomas  Sutherland.  Though 
the  physical  torture  ended  after  a 
few  months,  the  captors  used  cruel 
mind  games;  they  gave  him  a  new 
suit,  apparently  to  go  home  in, 
then  revoked  it  after  a  week. 

Anderson  was  the  last  hostage 
to  walk  out  of  Beirut,  but  the  re- 
mains of  two  more  hostages  were 
returned  home.  A  partly  decom- 
posed body,  dumped  beside  a 
road  in  Beirut,  was  identified  De- 
cember 23  as  American  Lt.  Col. 
William  Higgins.  Higgins  was 
missing  46  months. 

The  remains  of  the  last  Ameri- 
can Lebanese  hostage  were  re- 
turned to  his  native  land  on  De- 
cember 27.  The  body  of  CIA  sta- 
tion chief  William  Buckley  were 
handed  over  to  the  US  Embassy,

They  meet  in  a  trendy  Palm  Beach 
nightckib.  After  talking  and  danc- 
ing, they  head  for  her  car,  and  she 
drives  back  to  his  house.  There, 
he  invites  her  out  for  a  stroll  on 
he  beach  in  the  moonlight.  Fac- 
ng  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  they  walk, 
and  talk,  and  kiss. 

No,  it's  not  a  description  of  an 
ideal  date;  it's  a  description  of  the 
events  leading  up  to  an  alleged 
rape  on  the  Kennedy  compound 
in  West  Palm  Beach,  FL,  on  March 
30. 

The  trial,  which  opened  De- 
cember 1,  brought  the  issue  of 
date  rape  -as  well  as  the  Kennedy 
name—  to  national  attention.  The 
dilemma,  typical  of  date  rape  ac- 
cusations, was  that  there  were  no 
witnesses  and  little  physical  evi- 
dence. It  boiled  down  to  the  word 
of  the  accuser,  Patricia  Bowman, 
against  the  word  of  the  accused, 
William  Kennedy  Smith. 

The  defendant,  whose  name 
was  not  announced  until  after  the 
trial,  presented  two  and  a  half 
hours  of  highly  emotional  testi- 
mony. But  though  she  swayed 
the  jurors  with  sentiment.  Smith, 
31,  presented  a  simple  and  effi- 
cient case,  and  his  story  weath- 
ered cross-examination  far  better 
than  hers. 

Millions  witnessed  the  trial  via 
CNN  and  the  Courtroom  Televi- 
sion Network.  Circuit  Court 
Judge  Mary  Lupo  ordered  that 
the  accuser's  face  not  be  shown, 
so  she  was  blocked  by  a  blue  video 
smudge.  Anonymity  was  not  pre- 
served, however;  the  New  York 
Times  had  printed  her  name  at 
the  time  of  the  accusations,  and 
CNN  often  showed  glimpses  of 
her  face  when  changing  camera 
angles. 

The  jury  took  only  77  minutes 
to  determine  that  Smith  was  not 
guilty.  Smith  embraced  his  law- 
yer, sighed,  and  prepared  to  pick 
up  his  life  and  his  medical  train- 
ing. Bowman,  30,  the  accuser, 
decided  to  rally  to  the  cause,  and 
emerged  from  her  self-imposed 
anonymity,  appearing  face,  name, 
and  all,  on  ABC's  "Prime  Time 
Live"  on  December  19.  Each 
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moved  on,  forever  changed  by 
one  night  on  the  beach.  Smith's 
lawyer  had  asked  a  juror's  opin- 
ion -  'who  was  hurt  more  by  the 
trial';  the  juror  summed  the  case 
when  he  replied,  "Whoever  was 
telling  the  truth."

"JFK,"  a  controversial  movie  re- 
leased for  Christmas,  caused  an 
uproar  by  reviving  the  theory  that 
President  John  F.  Kennedy  was 
murdered  through  a  conspiracy 
and  not  by  a  lone  assassin. 

The  Warren  Commission,  the 
investigative  body  which  con- 
ducted the  1963  inquiry  into  the 
shooting,  concluded  that  a  single 
bullet  wounded  Texas  governor 
John  B.  Connelly,  Jr.,  and  killed 
President  Kennedy.  The  single 
bullet  theory  eliminates  the  pos- 
sibility of  more  than  one  gunman. 

The  film,  a  pseudo-documen- 
tary directed  by  Oliver  Stone,  stars 
Kevin  Costner  as  New  Orleans 
District  Attorney  Jim  Garrison. 
The  movie  discredits  the  single 
bullet  theory,  saying  that  the  bul- 
let would  have  to  change  courses, 
stop,  even  make  "a  dramatic  U- 
turn." 

The  film  renewed  public  de- 
mands to  open  the  Warren 
Commission's  files  on  the  assassi- 
nation, which  have  been  kept  se- 
cret for  security  purposes.  Oppo- 
nents to  the  single  shot  theory 
said  the  files  are  hiding  evidence 
of  a  conspiracy,  possibly  impli- 


cating the  CIA,  FBI,  or  Cuban 
leader  Fidel  Castro. 

"JFK"  was  not  the  only  movie 
lighting  up  the  silver  screen. 
Hollywood  produced  its  usual 
flow  of  Christmas  releases,  which 
varied  from  the  typical  to  the  truly 
odd.  "Hook,"  offered  by  director 
Steven  Spielberg,  portrayed  Pe- 
ter Pan  —the  boy  who  wouldn't 
grow  up—  as  a  grown  up.  This 
time,  Peter  (Robin  Williams)  faced 
Captain  Hook  (Dustin  Hoffman) 
to  save  his  own  children.  Julia 
Roberts  also  starred  in  the  role  of 
Tinkerbell. 

"Hook"  was  not  the  only  fairy 
tale  offered  this  season;  Disney 
released  their  animated  version 
of  the  classic  "Beauty  and  the 
Beast."  Typically  Disney,  it  gave 
us  a  pretty  girl,  a  romantic  prince, 
and  an  enjoyably  wicked  villain. 

The  most  publicized  movie  of 
the  season  was  the  oddball  com- 
edy "The  Addams  Family."  Based 
on  the  TV  show,  the  Paramount 
Pictures  release  starred  Anjelica 
Houston  and  Raoul  Julia,  and  fea- 
tured songs  by  Hammer.

BUSH  FLU  TO 
JAPAN 

President  George  Bush  travelled 
to  Japan  this  month,  hoping  to 
project  the  image  of  a  domestic 
leader  in  search  of  "jobs,  jobs,  jobs." 
The  image  projected,  however, 
was  slightly  less  elegant;  millions 
of  television  viewers  watched  as 
the  President  fell  ill  at  a  state  din- 
ner in  Tokyo. 

Bush  first  became  ill  while 
standing  in  the  receiving  line  at 
the  dinner.  After  he  excused  him- 
self to  go  to  the  bathroom  to  vomit. 
Secret  Service  agents  were  dis- 
creetly warned  that  Bush  might 
not  make  it  through  dinner.  Then, 
between  a  second  course  of  raw 
salmon  with  caviar  and  a  third 
course  of  grilled  beef  with  pep- 
pery sauce,  the  President  slumped 
in  his  chair.  He  then  vomited 
onto  the  pants  of  his  host.  Prime 
Minister  Kiich  Miyazawa.  Bar- 
bara Bush  rushed  to  her  husband's 
side,  holding  a  napkin  over  his 
mouth.  Miyazawa  cradled  Bush's 
head  until  Secret  Service  men  laid 
him  out  on  the  floor.  As  Bush's 
personal  physician  checked  him 
out,  the  President  joked,  "Just  roll 
me  under  the  table  until  the 
dinner's  over."  A  few  minutes 
later  he  was  back  on  his  feet, 
grimly  smiling. 

Bush  and  his  physician  as- 
sured the  world  that  it  was  merely 
a  case  of  the  flu.  CNN,  however, 
got  a  different  message;  an  an- 
nouncer was  just  about  to  read  a 
false  news  report  that  the  presi- 
dent had  died.  At  the  last  minute, 
an  off-camera  voice  yelled  "stop!" 

Bush,  along  with  the  United 
States'  top  auto  manufacturing 
execs,  went  to  Japan  to  stimulate 
American  trade  in  the  East,  espe- 
cially hoping  to  increase  Japanese 
imports  of  American  made  cars. 
No  major  negotiations  were 
worked  out.

FIGHT  FOR 
GEORGIA 

Democracy  looked  promising  in 
the  former  Soviet  republic  of  Geor- 
gia. Zviad  Gamsakhurdia,  an 
anti-communist  nationalist,  be- 
came the  first  person  to  win  the 
presidency  of  a  former  republic 
by  popular  election. 
Gamsakhurdia  was  at  the  fore- 
front of  Georgia's  campaign  for 
independence,  and  claimed  87 
percent  of  the  vote  at  the  polls. 

His  Democratic  reign  ended 
abruptly  in  January.  After  two 
weeks  of  fighting  between  his 
supporters  and  opponents  in  the 
capital  city  of  Tbilisi, 
Gamsakhurdia  became  the  first 
elected  president  of  a  former  re- 
public to  be  ousted  in  a  paramili- 
tary coup. 

His  opponents  felt  that 
Gamsakhurdia's  rule  was  not 
democratic  at  all,  but  insisted  that 
his  "dictatorial  rule"  must  end. 
He  fled  with  his  family  and  close 
supporters  to  Armenia.  The  new 
"Mihtary  Council"  seized  control. 
At  least  90  people,  possibly  as 
many  as  400,  were  killed  in  the 
fighting.

ABOUT  PEACE 

The  world  watched  as  leaders 
from  the  Mideast  converged  on 
Washington  to  discuss  possibili- 
ties for  peace.  The  peace  talks 
began  in  the  corridors  of  the  State 
Department.  They  moved  inside 
January  14,  but  the  tense  atmo- 
sphere was  not  lightened.  Repre- 
sentatives from  Israel  and  Pales- 
tine argued  over  Israel's  request 
to  the  United  States  for  $1 0  billion 
in  housing  loan  guarantees. 

Palestinian  spokeswoman 
Hanan  Ashrawi  noted  that  if  the. 
funds  are  used  to  settle  Soviet 
Jews  in  the  occupied  territories,. 
Palestine  may  bolt  in  the  peace 
process.  Zalman  Shoval,  Israel's 
ambassador  to  Washington,  said 
that  the  issue  was  something 
which  would  "have  to  be  worked 
out  between  the  government  ol 
Israel  and  the  government  of  the 
United  States." 

Meanwhile,  talks  between 
Syria  and  Israel  resulted  in  abso- 
lutely no  progress.  Syria  refused 
even  to  consider  recognizing  the 
Jewish  state  until  Israel  gave  up 
the  Colon  Heights.  Israel  refused 
to  withdraw  from  the  Colon  until 
diplomatic  relations  were  estab- 
lished. "It  is  really  an  exercise  in 
futility,"  said  Syrian  delegation 
chief  Mowaffah  Allat. 

Trouble  also  arose  when  vari- 
ous nations  showed  up  late  to 
talks.  Israel  arrived  late  to  the 
first  round.  Then  the  Arabs  de- 
layed their  arrival  to  the  second 
round  in  protest  of  Israel's  plans 
to  deport  12  Palestinians.  Israel 
then  announced  it  would  cut  ne- 
gotiations short,  going  home  af- 
ter more  than  a  week  for  the  Arab 
delegations.

When  John  Wilkes  Booth  assassi- 
nated President  Abraham  Lincoln 
in  Ford's  Theater,  he  made  a  dra- 
matic—but painful—exit.  After 
sliding  from  the  president's  box 
down  the  curtain  to  the  stage, 
breaking  his  leg  in  the  process.

Mudd  was  later  arrested  as  a  con- 
spirator, though  he  claimed  he 
had  not  known  that  booth  was 


At  the 
end  of  January,  Mudd's  descen- 
dants asked  the  Army  Board  for 
Correction  of  Military  Records  to 
erase  the  conviction.  Mudd's  91- 
year-old  grandson  said  he  just 
wanted  his  grandfather  to  be  able 
to  "rest  in  peace."

DAHMER 
PLEADS  IN- 
SANE 

Jeffrey  Dahmer  admitted  in  court 
January  15  that  he  murdered  15 
men  and  boys,  clearing  the  way 
for  an  insanity  defense  for  his 
January  27  trial. 

During  the  triaL  Dahmer  gave 
jurors  the  horrible  details  of  his 
murders.  He  revealed  that  he  had 
sex  with  some  of  the  corpses  and 
dismembered  some  of  the  bodies. 
He  also  said  that  he  had  saved  the 
heart  of  one  man  "to  eat  later." 

Jurors  then  sat  through  three 
weeks  of  testimony  from  psychia- 
trists, police,  and  relatives  of  the 
victims.  Dr.  Frederick  Fosdal,  a 
psychiatrist  testifying  for  the  pros- 
ecution, said  that  Dahmer's  "com- 
pulsion" to  have  sex  with  dead 
bodies  became  his  "main  focus 
for  living,"  but  th  at  he  was  not 
insane  because  he  could  have  con- 
trolled his  impulses. 

Defending  attorney  Gerald 
Boyle  argued  that  Dahmer 
"couldn't  stop  killing  because  of  a 
disease  he  discovered,  not  chose." 

After  hearing  scores  of  wit- 
nesses, jurors  announced  Febru- 
ary 1 5  that  Dahmer  was  sane  when 
he  murdered  and  mutilated  the 
men  and  boys.  Had  he  been 
judged  insane,  he  could  have  been 
sent  to  a  mental  institution,  and 
could  petition  for  parole  every  six 
months.  Because  he  was  ruled 
sane,  and  because  Wisconsin  has 
no  death  penalty,  Dahmer  re- 
ceived 15  consecutive  life  sen- 
tences, but  look  out;  he  will  be 
eligible  for  parole  —  in  936  years.

PRIMARY 
SUCCESS 

President  Bush  came  out 
on  top  in  New 
Hampshire's  all-important 
presidential  primary 
February  18th— but  not  by 
much.  Patrick  J. 
Buchanan,  conservative 
challenger  to  the  Republi- 
can throne,  claimed  49 
percent  of  the  party's 
votes.  Bush  won  with 
only  58  percent  of  the 
vote. 

On  the  Democratic  side, 
former  Senator  Paul  E. 
Tsongas  of  Massachusetts 
won  the  five  way  Demo- 
cratic vote,  holding  34 
percent  of  the  vote. 
Governor  Bill  Clinton  of 
Arkansas  came  in  second 
with  26  percent.  Senator 
Bob  Kerrey  grabbed  third 
with  12  percent,  while 
lowan  Tom  Harkin 
followed  closely  with  10 
percent  of  the  vote. 
Former  California  Gover- 
nor Jerry  Brown  was  fifth, 
with  nine  percent. 

Bush's  58  percent  was  a 
shock  to  the  presidential 
system.  Ordinarily,  an  18 
percent  lead  would  be 
considered  a  solid  win. 
But  it  was  too  close  for 
comfort  as  incumbent 
president  seeking  a  second 
term,  whose  leading 
challenger  carried  no 
elective  history.

TYSON'S  BIG 
FALL 

Mike  Tyson  may  be  a 
dynamo  in  the  ring,  but 
the  former  world  heavy- 
weight boxing  champ  lost 
a  major  battle  in  the 
courtroom  in  the  court- 
room. Tyson  was  tried  for 
the  rape  of  a  19  year  old 
beauty  pageant  contestant. 
Desiree  Washington 
testified  that  Tyson  pinned 
her  on  a  hotel  bed  and 
raped  her  while  she  cried 
in  pain  and  begged  him  to 
stop. 

Tyson  offered  a  differ- 
ent story.  He  jurors  that 
he  had  bluntly  told  the 
woman,  then  18,  that  he 
wanted  to  have  sex  with 
her  after  they  met  at  a  July 
18  pageant  rehearsal.  He 
said  that  she  responded, 
"Sure!  Give  me  a  call." 

Tyson  said  that  after  she 
had  willingly  had  sex  with 
him,  she  became  angry 
when  he  refused  to  walk 
her  to  his  hotel  lobby. 

Other  contestants  in  the 
Miss  Black  America 
pageant  were  among  the 
witnesses.  The  defense 
called  a  total  of  24  wit- 
nesses over  four  and  a  half 
days  before  concluding 
her  case  February  2nd. 
Tyson  was  found  guilty  of 
the  rape 

Later  in  the  month, 
Washington  gave  an 
interview  to  Barbara 
Walters  on  ABC  News  "20- 
20."  She  revealed  that  she 
had  been  offered  one 
million  dollars  to  retract 
her  accusations  before  the 
boxer's  trial.  She  reported 
the  incident  to  her  lawyer, 
who  took  it  to  a  higher 
authority.

Johnson's  final  NBA 
game  ended  in  victory 
for  his  team,  the  West. 
They  defeated  the  East 
153-113. 

Johnson  played  29 
minutes,  scored  25 
points  and  had  9  assists. 
Teammate  Clyde 
Drexler  hit  10  of  15 
shots,  and  added  9 
rebounds  and  6  assists. 
Michael  Jordan, 
Johnson's  Eastern 
Conference  opponent, 
scored  18  points  in  31 
minutes. 

The  West  broke  the 
All-Star  shot  record 
(58.3  percent)  by 
sinking  56  of  96  shots. 
The  153  points  scored 
matched  the  record 
high  for  a  non-overtime 
All-Star  game. 

Johnson  won  the  AU- 
Star  MVP  Award  for  the 
second  time  in  his 
career. 

Johnson  ended  the 
game  with  a  3-point 
shot  from  30  feet  away. 
It  slipped  through  the 
net  with  14  seconds  left 
on  the  clock,  but  the 
East  never  bothered  to 
inbound  the  ball.  East 
and  West  swarmed  onto 
the  court  to  celebrate 
with  Johnson.

SOLID  GOLD 

Every  four  years  the 
Olympics  leave  the  world 
with  a  collage  of  names 
and  faces,  statistics  and 
stories.  The  1992  Olym- 
pics were  no  exception. 

First  of  all,  these 
Olympics  drew  countries 
that  didn't  exist  four  years 
ago  -  some  which  didn't 
exist  four  months  ago. 
Others  had  struggled 
through  incredible 
changes. 

The  former  Soviets  were 
the  poster  children  of  the 
age  of  reform.  Without 
enough  time  to  organize 
independent  teams  for 
independent  republics, 
they  sported  one  title:  the 
Unified  Team.  Their  flag 
was  a  simple  white  banner 
emblazoned  with  the 
Olympic  rings;  the  Olym- 
pic theme  substituted  as 
their  national  anthem.  The 
athletes  had  no  say  in  this 
decision:  they  simply 
stood  on  the  platform  and 
stared  at  the  flag  meant  to 
represent  them. 

Though  most  of  the 
events  took  place  on  snow, 
most  of  the  attention  was 
focussed  on  the  ice.  The 
first  American  medal  won 
in  Albertiville,  France,  was 
won  by  27  year  old  speed 
skater  Bonnie  Blair.  The 
Champaign,  Illinois  native 
won  a  gold  medal  in  the 
ladies  100  meter  sprint. 


She  went  on  the  win  the 
gold  in  the  500  meters; 
added  to  the  gold  she  won 
in  1988,  Blair  became  the 
first  American  woman  to 
win  three  gold  metals. 

In  the  men's  speed 
skating,  America's  eyes 
were  riveted  on  Dan 
Jansen.  Four  years  ago,  in 
Calgary,  Jansen  received 
word  that  his  sister  had 
past  away  from  cancer. 
The  following  day,  Jansen 
went  out  to  win  an  Olym- 
pic medal  in  her  memory. 
Sadly  ,  it  was  not  to  be: 
Jansen  fell  during  that  race 
an  his  only  other  race  of 
the  '88  games. 

After  four  years  of 
training,  Jansen  returned 
to  the  Olympic  ice.  He 
still  did  not  get  that 
medallion  around  his 
neck;  he  placed  a  disap- 
pointing fourth  in  the 
men's  500  meters.  "We 
came  here  to  finish  the 
race,"  said  Jansen's  father, 
"and  we  have  done  that." 

The  saga  continued  in 
the  hockey  rink.  American 
goal-tender  Ray  LeBlanc 
made  46  saves  in  the  U.S.'s 
game  against  the  unified 
Germany,  posting  the  first 
U.S.  shutout  since  1964. 
The  U.S.  won  the  match,  2- 
0,  and  got  off  to  its  best 
start  since  the  gold  medal 
team  of  1960.  Not  even 
the  gold  medal  "Miracle  on 
Ice"  team  of  1980  won  its 
first  two  games. 


In  the  end,  the  miracle 
was  not  destined  to  repeat. 
The  American  team  lost  in 
the  semifinals  to  the 
Unified  Team. 

The  Unified  Team  fared 
well  on  other  ice  as  well. 
Natalie  Mishkutienck  and 
Arthur  Dmitriev  took  the 
gold  in  the  pairs'  figure 
skating.  The  former  Soviet 
Union  has  dominated  the 
pairs  competition  at  the 
last  eight  Olympics. 

The  Unified  Team  also 
topped  the  men's  figure 
skating.  Viktor  Petrenko 
captured  the  gold,  finish- 
ing ahead  of  Paul  Wylie, 
the  American  who  sur- 
prised the  world  by 
skating  medal.  Peter 
Barna,  of  Czechoslovakia, 
took  the  bronze. 

The  greatest  showdown 
of  the  Games  was  sched- 
uled for  the  ladies'  figure 
skating.  The  event 
matched  up  Midori  Ito, 
Japan's  amazing  jumper, 
and  Kristi  Yamaguchi, 
America's  sweetheart. 
Added  on  the  side  were 
Americans  Nancy 
Kerrigan  and  Tonya 
Harding.  Each  took  a  spill 
during  one  of  their  pro- 
grams. Finally, 
Yamaguchi  emerged 
victor,  with  Ito  placing 
second.  Kerrigan  grabbed 
the  silver,  and  Harding 
held  fourth  place.

BACK  TO 
IRAQ 

The  first  United  Nations 
team  sent  to  Iraq  to 
destroy  weapon-produc- 
tion facilities  returned 
February  29th  empty 
handed.  The  leader  of  the 
expedition,  however, 
predicted  that  Iraq  would 
give  in  soon  to  avoid  a 
confrontation. 

In  a  report  from  March 
1,  the  New  York  Times 
stated  that  French  and 
British  diplomats  were 
discussing  opening  a  new 
front  of  harassment 
against  Saddam  by 
sending  a  special  envoy  to 
report  on  Baghdad's 
treatment  of  Kurds  and 
Shi'ite  Muslims. 

Then,  on  March  18,  the 
Bush  administration 
announced  that  it  had 
drawn  up  plans  for  a 
bombing  strike  that  would 
be  used  against  Iraqi 
weapons  facilities  if 
Saddam  Hussein  contin- 
ued to  block  U.N.  destruc- 
tion of  his  arsenals. 

The  plans  called  for 
possible  seizure  of  Iraq's 
bank  assets  in  the  United 
States  and  other  countries, 
expansion  of  the  ban  on 
Iraqi  helicopter  flights  in 
northern  Iraq,  and  an 
increase  of  U.N.  inspec- 
tions in  Iraq  to  include 
monitoring  human  rights 
violations. 

Money  from  the  seized 
assets  could  be  used  to 
keep  the  financially 
strapped  U.N.  inspection 
team  going.

An  oil  tanker  rammed  into 
a  ferry  off  the  coast  of 
Thailand,  drowning  87 
passengers  when  the 
passenger  ship  sank.  Only 
about  2  dozen  people  were 
rescued  from  the  March 
8th  collision. 

Survivors  said  that  the 
tanker  flashed  warning 
lights,  but  the  ferry  captain 
apparently  ignored  them 
and  cut  across  its  path.

American  Red  Cross 
officials  in  Turkey  esti- 
mated that  as  many  as 
4,000  Turks  might  have 
been  killed  in  the  quake. 
The  U.N.  Disaster  Relief 
Coordinator  stationed  in 
Geneva,  Switzerland, 
offered  a  more  conserva- 
tive guess  of  1,000  deaths. 

In  addition  to  the 
fatalities,  hundreds  were 
injured  and  thousands 
were  left  homeless  to  face 
the  harsh  winter.  Some 
cities  in  Eastern  Turkey, 
where  the  quake  hit 
hardest,  were  left  com- 
pletely without  electricity 
and  water.

IT'S  A  MAD 
MAD  WAR 

The  "insane"  fighting 
continued  in  the  African 
nation  of  Somalia  this 
month,  despite  a  United 
nations  instituted  cease- 
fire. 

The  country  has  been 
torn  by  friction  between  its 
various  clans.  Meanwhile, 
Ali  Mahdi  Mohammed, 
interim  president  of  the 
divided  country,  opposed 
General  Mohammed 
Farrah  Aidid.  Aidid  is  the 
chairman  of  the  United 
Somali  Congress,  the 
group  which  put  Ali 
Mahdi  in  power.  An 
estimated  30,000  people 
were  killed  in  the  conflict 
between  November  and 
March. 

United  Nations 
Undersecretary-General 
James  Jonah  travelled  to 
Somalia  to  attempt  to 
establish  a  truce.  The  aim 
of  the  meetings  he  held 
was  to  get  each  side  to 
agree  to  a  cease-fire. 
Somalians,  however, 
remained  doubtful  that 
peace  was  approaching. 

"These  people  are 
fighting  over  abandoned 
streets,  shattered,  looted 
buildings  of  no  damn 
value,:  said  Rupert  Lewis 
of  UNICEF.  "It's  insane, 
it's  mad,  and  it  probably 
won't  stop.

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UNSOLVED 
MYSTERIES 

An  aircraft  recovery  group 
claimed  they  had  solved 
the  mystery  of  Ameha 
Earhart's  disappearance  by 
finding  part  of  her  plane's 
fuselage.  Earhart  van- 
ished over  the  Pacific  in 
1937. 

A  team  from  Interna- 
tional Group  for  Historic 
Aircraft  Recovery  found 
the  remnants  in  a  search  of 
a  jungle  on  the  remote 
south  Pacific  atoll  of 
Nikumaroro,  the  Houston 
Post  reported. 

They  also  discovered  a 
size  9  shoe  -  Earhart's  size- 
during  the  expedition. 

The  fragments  were 
sent  out  a  National 
Transportation  Safety 
Board  for  analysis,  and 
confirmed  to  be  Earhart's. 

Not  all  experts  agreed 
with  that  decision.  Em- 
ployees of  Lockheed,  the 
airline  company  which 
made  Earhart's  plane,  said 
the  piece  of  aluminum 
found  by  the  search  crew 
could  not  have  come  from 
the  plane  she  flew.  "It 
didn't  fit  anywhere  on  the 
plane,"  said  Ed  Werner, 
who  compared  the  piece  to 
a  reproduction  of  Earhart's 
plane.  "Not  on  the  belly, 
where  repairs  had  been 
made,  not  anywhere." 

Werner  and  other 
structural  experts  who 
studied  the  duplicate 
plane  said  the  rivet  pattern 
on  the  fragment  was 
different  than  that  on 
Earhart's  plane.  Richard 
Gillepsie,  head  of  the 
recovery  group,  said  the 
pattern  may  have  changed 
during  repairs.

EXPLOSIONS 
IN  MEXICO 

A  chain  of  explosions  rocked 
Guadalajara,  Mexico,  on 
April  22.

More 
than  200  people  were  killed 
by  the  blasts,  and  many  more 
were  injured. 

The  explosions  were 
caused  when  a  cooking  oil 
factory  dumped  a  colorless 
liquid  petroleum  product, 
hexane,  into  the  city's  storm 
and  sewer  system. 

Residents  complained  that 
authorities  had  known  of  the 
possibility  of  an  accident  the 
night  before  the  explosion. 
Firefighters  who  investigated 
the  area  Tuesday  night  saw 
nothing  amiss,  then  told  the 
residents  the  neighborhood 
was  safe  and  that  they  should 
just  ignore  the  odor.  About 
10:30  the  next  morning,  the 
explosions  occurred. 

The  cooking  oil  plant  was 
fined  and  forced  to  shut 
down  for  environmental 
violations  the  previous 
Monday.

That  same  day,  shells 
were  dropped,  killing  nine 
others,  and  demonstrators 
stormed  parliament. 

And  that  same  day,  the 
European  Community 
recognized  Bosnia- 
Herzogovina  as  an  inde- 
pendent state,  instead  of  a 
republic  of  Yugoslavia. 

The  deaths  bring  the 
total  to  100  in  six  days  in 
Bosnia,  where  the  Serb 
minority  fights  the  push 
for  independence  led  by 
Slavic  Muslims  and 
Croats.

UAW-CAT 
STRIKE  ENDS 

After  months  of  picketing 
the  striking  United  Auto 
Workers  returned  to  work 
at  Caterpillar,  Inc. 

The  process  was 
arduous,  and  did  not 
produce  the  desired 
results.  The  return  began 
April  first,  when  Caterpil- 
lar announced  that  any 
worker  who  did  not  return 
to  the  job  by  April  6th 
risked  being  replaced.  The 
sixth  arrived,  and  so  did 
thousands  of  union 
members— not  to  work,  but 
to  discourage  other 
workers  from  returning. 
Some  crowds  turned 
rough;  shooting  was 
reported  at  the  East  Peoria 
plant. 

On  April  10th,  the 
UAW  and  Cat  officials 
agreed  to  resume  negotia- 
tions. Despite  the  meet- 
ings. Cat  continued  to  hire 
workers  to  replace  the 
strikers.  On  April  15th, 
workers  returned  to  the 
plants  under  a  90-day  cool 
down  period.  For  the 
union,  the  strike  had  so  far 
accomplished  little. 
Disgruntled  workers 
returned  to  their  posts,  but 
the  situation  remained  in 
the  air.

On 
November  12,  1991,  Bradley  University 
introduced  John  R.  Brazil  as  its  new  presi- 
dent replacing  Dr.  Abegg,  who  had 
been  president  for  more  than  twenty 
years. 

Dr.  Abegg  decided  it  was  time  for  a 
change  for  himself  and  Bradley.  Feeling 
that  he  left  the  university  in  capable 
hands.  Dr.  Abegg  commented  that  Dr. 
Brazil  has  the  academic  background, 
stature,  and  the  ability  to  provide  the 
leadership  Bradley  needs  to  take  it  into 
the  next  century. 

Dr.  Abegg  was  not  the  only  one  who 
had  good  things  to  say  about  Dr.  Brazil. 
Board  of  Trustees  Chairman  Robert 
McCord  called  Bradley  "very  fortunate" 
to  have  someone  like  him,  while  Provost 


and  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs 
Kalman  Goldberg  called  Dr.  Brazil  "a 
person  of  integrity  and  forthrightness". 

Students  are  also  in  favor  of  Dr.  Brazil. 
Student  body  president  Jodie  Jones  said, 
"I  was  very  much  in  favor  of  Dr.  Brazil 
being  selected  as  the  next  president." 
She  also  said  that  the  other  Student 
Senate  members  also  had  "more  than 
positive"  things  to  say  about  him. 

Dr.  Brazil  is  as  pleased  with  Bradley  as 
the  Bradley  community  is  with  him.  "I  am 
at  once  humbled  and  inspired  by  the 
honor  the  Bradley  community  has  be- 
stowed upon  me... I  cannot  imagine  a 
finer  group  of  people — trustees,  faculty, 
students,  staff,  alumni  and  friends — with 
whom  to  work,"  Dr.  Brazil  said. 

He  added,  "Bradley  is  poised  to  take 
its  place  among  the  very  best  indepen- 
dent comprehensive  universities  in  the 


world.  The  opportunity  to  participate  in 
the  process  of  its  achieving  an  acknowl- 
edged preeminence,  and  contributing 
to  that  process,  is  an  opportunity  afforded 
few  individuals.  It  is  with  unalloyed  enthu- 
siasm and  a  firm  belief  in  the  potential  of 
Bradley's  future  that  I  accept  this  oppor- 
tunity and  the  great  challenges  it  en- 
tails," 

Dr.  Brazil  plans  on  providing  Bradley 
with  "the  finest  educational  opportuni- 
ties for  students  and  the  best  environ- 
ment for  faculty  to  pursue  their  academic 
interests"  and  on  being  accessible  to 
students  and  faculty. 

Dr.  Brazil  is  Bradley's  eighth  president 
since  its  founding  and  took  office  begin- 
ning in  January  of  1992.

The  coolest  place  to  hang  out  on  any 
school  night  is,  surprisingly,  the  Cullom- 
Davis  Library. 

Students  converge  here  morning, 
noon ,  and  night  to  study  but  also  to  catch 
up  on  the  current  gossip.  "People  tend  to 
get  together  to  'study.'  It's  such  a  small 
campus,  it's  hard  not  to  run  into  people 
you  know,"  Sophomore  Ralph  Loizzo  said. 

Not  all  students  enjoy  the  "social"  at- 
mosphere the  library  creates.  Sopho- 
more Kara  Groen  would  rather  socialize 
at  home.  "I  feel  that  some  people  'think'  it 
is  a  place  to  socialize  and  it  is  annoying," 
she  said. 

Senior  Russell  Buckner  finds  that  study- 
ing is  more  effective  for  him  at  home  or  at 
work.  "It  seems  that  if  you  try  to  study, 
people  you  know  disturb  you  to  talk  and 
discuss  things  that  you're  studying,"  he 


said  about  the  library. 

While  there  are  no  certain  floors  desig- 
nated as  "party  central",  the  more  serious 
students  go  to  where  it  is  quieter  and 
there  is  less  traffic .  Graduate  student  Brad 
Sears  finds  the  midnight  hour  quiet  and 
the  most  appealing.  "Anytime  a  group  of 
people  come  together,  socializing  will 
take  place.

Friends  seem  to  be  the  wrong  study 
aids  to  bring  to  the  library.  IVIany  students 
know  work  will  not  be  accomplished  with 
friends  around.  Sophomore  Stacie  Tool 
usually  goes  to  the  library  before  exams 


but  knows  if  friends  come  along  she'll  just 
talk.  That  seems  to  be  the  consensus  for  a 
lot  of  students,  friends  are  obviously  syn- 
onymous with  talking. 

The  most  popular  times  to  frequent  the 
Cullom-Davis  appear  to  be  either  early 
evenings  or  late  night.

Cheating  seems  to  be  a  thing  for  high 
schoolers.  When  surveyed  about  their 
cheating  habits,  most  Bradley  students 
replied  that  they  didn't  cheat  at  college 
or  only  cheated  in  desperate  situations. 
However,  nearly  everyone  had  a  favor- 
ite vjay  to  cheat  in  high  school. 

Ways  of  cheating  ranged  from  the 
usual  to  the  ingenious.  There  vjas  the 
normal  answers  written  on  the  desk,  on 
cheat  sheets,  on  hands,  in  the  calcula- 
tor. One  female  student  set  a  sheet  of 
paper  with  the  answers  next  to  her  desk, 
and  the  teacher  did  not  suspect  a  thing. 
Another  female  was  sent  to  the  library  for 


a  history  exam  and  looked  up  the  an- 
swers in  the  encyclopedias.  But  the  most 
elaborate  way  was  by  a  male  and  his 
friends  in  high  school.  They  had  the  test 
questions  and  answers  encoded  and 
played  over  the  high  school  radio  station 
during  the  exam.  It  was  "a  masterpiece. " 

While  methods  of  cheating  vary,  most 
people  agree  that  punishment  should 
be  severe.  One  professor  believes  cheat- 
ers should  be  expelled.  Most  students, 
however,  said  that  a  caught  cheater 
should  receive  an  "F"  on  their  test  or  a  0  on 
a  paper  for  plagiarism.  One  student 
wants  cheaters  to  be  forcibly  removed 


from  class.  Still,  some  others  are  more 
lenient.  They  would  allow  a  carefully 
watched  retake  with  a  grade  penalty 
on  the  second  test  result. 

So,  if  you  cheat,  be  sure  you  don't  get 
caught.  The  consequences  are  a  great 
deal  more  severe  in  college  than  in  high 
school.  But  if  that  forces  you  to  find  new 
ways  to  cheat,  at  least  you'll  learn  some- 
thing. If  you  think  about  it,  why  not 
spend  that  extra  time  creating  a  new 
way  to  cheat  to  study.

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TUDENTS  HELPING  STUDENTS 


The  Learning  Assistance  Program  Cen- 
ter here  at  Bradley  will  be  going  through 
some  changes  this  spring  and  will  have 
anew  format  next  year. 

Before,  free  tutoring  was  limited  to  the 
iwalk-in  math  and  writing  centers  and  to 
athletes.  Students  who  were  not  ath- 
lletes  and  needed  help  in  other  subjects 
had  to  pay  for  their  tutoring.  This  kept 
,many  students  from  getting  help. 

Starting  next  year,  however,  students 
can  request  up  to  two  hours  a  week  of 
free  one-on-one  tutoring.  If  they  need  or 
iwant  more  than  that  in  a  given  week, 
[the  center  will  recommend  a  tutor.  The 
student  must  pay  for  the  extra  help  at 


the  going  rate  of  five  dollars  an  hour.  The 
center  will  provide  a  total  of  twenty  five 
free  hours  a  week  with  unused  hours 
bumped  into  the  following  week. 

The  tutor  selection  process  is  undergo- 
ing changes  also.  In  addition  to  an  appli- 
cation and  academic  reference,  the 
applicants  will  be  interviewed  ,  and  their 
former  teachers  will  be  asked  what  type 
of  students  they  were.  This  is  to  insure 
quality  in  the  tutors. 

Achange  which  hasalready  occurred 
is  that  now  there  is  walk-in  help  for  QM 
262  and  263  and  finance  322.  This  was 
done  upon  request  of  teachers  who  saw 
a  need  for  help  outside  of  class. 


One  thing  that  has  not  changed  is  for 
which  classes  are  most  requested.  These 
are  mostly  general  education  classes  and 
those  requiring  a  major.  They  include 
introductory  math  and  chemistry,  west- 
ern civ.,  SOC  100,  PSY  103  and  104,  BIO 
121  and  122,  ETE  1 15  and  ATG  157. 

All  in  all,  the  Learning  Assistance  Pro- 
gram Center  will  be  expanding  their  free 
tutoring  and  improving  the  quality  of  their 
tutors  next  year  while  continuing  to  pro- 
vide the  same  service  which  helped  over 
1500  students  during  the  1991-92  school 
year.

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TUDENTS  SWAP  BOOKS  FOR  PRORT 


At  some  universities,  the  students  are 
at  the  mercy  of  the  bookstore.  They  pay 
the  price  the  bool<store  or  publishing  com- 
pany has  set  at  the  beginning  of  the 
semester,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  they 
get  back  50%  or  less  of  what  they  origi- 
nally paid.  But  here  at  Bradley  we  have 
a  choice-the  bookstore  or  the  bookswap. 

The  biannual  bookswap  started  four 
years  ago  when  the  publishing  compa- 
nies raised  their  prices  causing  an  increase 
in  the  prices  at  the  bookstore.  Students 
got  upset  so  the  Student  Senate  orga- 
nized a  way  for  the  students  to  sell  their 
books  to  each  other  at  their  own  prices, 
and  the  bookswap  began.  "I  really  hate 
to  be  left  with  no  options  and  that  is 
exactly  what  the  bookstore  offers 


you. ..NONE,"  Christopher  Ice  explained. 

Swapping  books  isn't  a  new  idea,  in 
fact ,  friends  who  took  the  same  classes  in 
consecutive  semesters  had  been  selling 
each  other  books  for  a  long  time.  Many 
students  were  stuck  because  they  didn't 
know  anyone  in  the  same  class,  turning 
students  back  to  the  bookstore.  The 
bookswap  helps  by  providing  students 
with  a  list  of  people  who  are  willing  to  sell 
their  books. 

Students  participate  in  the  bookswap 
because  it's  easier  and  cheaper  for  the 
buyer  than  the  bookstore.  Patricia  Ray 
supports  the  bookswap.  "Everyone  prof- 
its-the  seller  makes  a  little  more  than 
selling  back  to  the  bookstore,  and  the 
buyer  gets  a  much  better  price."  Most 


students  who  participate  believe  it's  wortl"!

The  bookstore  doesn't  believe  the  swap; 
affects  its  business  and  in  fact  helps  it  b\ 
supplying  it  with  a  list  of  books  required  b\ 
each  course.

She  said  it 
took  them  a  long  time  to  re- 
turn things  to  the  groups  and 
the  faculty  advisors  all  used 
different  set  ups,  so  each  pro- 
fessor wanted  something  dif- 
ferent, which  made  things  dif- 
ficult. 


Julie  Shapiro,  a  senior 
from  the  College  of  Busi- 
ness, said  that  her  senior 
project  was  a  good  expe- 
rience because  she  go  to 
use  many  of  the  things  that 
she  has  learned  over  the 
past  four  years  here  at  Bra- 
dley. She  agrees  that  they 
take  a  lot  of  time.  Her 
group's  final  report  totaled 
1 17  pages. 

It's  obvious  that  senior 
projects  took  an  enormous 
amount  of  time  when  stu- 
dents wanted  to  get  the 
most  out  of  them.  The  ex- 
periences were  well  worth 
the  effort.

HELP  WANTED?  MAYBE 


As  the  time  of  gradua- 
tion grew  r^earer,  students 
were  experiencing  larger 
doses  of  anxiety  and  pres- 
sure to  get  a  job.  Because 
of  tine  way  the  market  has 
been  lately,  finding  an  ap- 
propriate place  of  employ- 
ment could  be  a  job  in  itself. 

The  Center  for  Career 
Development  (CDC)  exists 
to  help  students  deal  with 
their  anxiety  and  pressure, 
and  to  give  them  assistance 
so  they  can  land  that  per- 
fectjob.  JaneUnnenburger, 
the  executive  director  for 
CDC,  says  that  she,  with  a 
team  ofthree  other  people, 
are  available  to  advise  stu- 
dentsabouttheirjob  search. 


Besides  helping  students,  they 
also  develop  employer  rela- 
tionships, help  arrange  for  in- 
terviews on  campus  and  host 
job  fairs  and  workshops. 
Linnenburger  said  that  this 
year's  job  fair  hosted  the  larg- 
est number  of  employers  and 
graduate  schools  in  five  years. 

The  CDC  has  seen  a  grow- 
ing trend  in  seniors  registering 
in  thejob  placement  program. 
Linnenburger  estimates  that 
80%  of  all  seniors  ore  registered 
in  the  program.  Linnenburger 
hopes  that  of  these  students 
registered,  85  to  87%  of  them 
will  be  employed. 
Linnenburger  said  that  most 
employers  are  looking  for  a  lot 
of  experience  that  could  usu- 


ally be  obtained  through 
the  cooperative  educa- 
tion program  or  internships. 
Linnenburger  also  had 
other  helpful  advice  to  se- 
niors in  search  of  that  per- 
fect job.  She  said  that  atti- 
tude is  number  one,  it  helps 
a  great  deal  to  be  optimis- 
tic and  enthusiastic.  Se- 
niors should  also  have  a  lot 
of  energy,  attention  and 
always  put  forth  their  best 
effort.  It's  good  to  network 
whenever  possible,  it  leads 
tomanyjobs.  Linnenburger 
concluded  by  saying,  "(in 
today's  job  market)  You 
have  to  look  for  the  oppor- 
tunities."
